cana south of the frontier. Theae out- 
laws. General Bell's Information said, 
have a rendezvous on "The Island." a 
bit of Mexican territory a few miles 
below El Paao, left on the Acmlcan 
side of the river when the Rio Grande 
formed a new channel. He suggested 
that General Gonsalea take step, to 
break up the band. ' 

Ilnve.tujatfons Continued 
Both General Bell and General 
Gonzales tonight continued their ln- 
veatigatlona of last nlghfa exchange 
of shots between outposts of the 
Ninth Massachusetts Infantry and re- 
port that the Americans had crossed 
into Mexican territory. During the 
day the two commanders exchanged 
views several times, through Andres 
Garcia. Mexican Consul at El Paso, 
With a view to eliminating the sniping 
below El Paso. 

General Bell added that Brigadier 
General Leroy Sweetzer, commanding 
the Massachusetts troops, reported 
that the Mexlcana flred first. 

Garcia File. Protest 
A protest aganl.t the .hooting 
acroB8 the border was filed through 
Andrea Garcia, the Mexican Consul, 
today, who also suggested to General 
Bell that regular troops, accustomed 
to border conditions, replace guards- 
men, who in the main are new to 
aoldiery and to the country at the 
point where the shooting occurred. 
This, he said, would give the people 
on the Mexican aide a feeling of 
aecurlty. 

The place where the shooting oocur- 
red last night is on the Rio Grande 
a fow mile, below El Paao at a point 
known aa the "I. laud." It ia no 
longer an Island, however, but a 
piece of Mexico north of the river 
The outpost olalmed they were ahot 
at flr.t, but the Mexicans living op- 
poalte reported to General Gonzales 
that not a .hot was fired from the 
Mexican side before the Americans 
began an unprovoked attack against 
civilians, Including women and chil- 
dren. In this protest General Gon- 
zales affirmed that no Mexican sol- 
diers are stationed in the neighbor- 
hood of the Island and that h. had 
no information of outlawa or smug- 
glers being in that region.

cost over $3000 if our management Is I 
permitted by the taxpayers to lit such 
a contract on July 29th, and they have 
not enough money to keep the water 
off of even the main line turnpikes 
The last few days, the water has been 
running down the middle of the turn- 
pikes in certain parts of this county 
like an Avalanche, and many are be- 
ing depreciated in this way, hundred 
of dollars, per day. 

I talked with a man, this morning 
who put rock out on a certain road. 
In this country, and paid for the break- 
ing of same, more than 18 months ago 
and is still unable to collect the money 
for the rock, yet, our officials have 
plenty of money to hire antomobiles to 
carry them on inspection work, trip af- 
ter trip, and by the way, the provision 
by law for the hire of automobiles for 
road officials. Is only permitted In 
counties where the turnpike fund 
amounts to $50,000 or more. 

Where the Kentucky Statutes are 
obeyed once by our turnpike officials 
they are disregarded a dozen times or 
more. Before I finish, I am going to

spent last year but the results obtained 
can nowhere be seen. Now. sopiebody 
Is responsible for this and most cer- 
tainly neglect of duty on the part of 
any official Is an infraction of the 
Kentucky Statutes. The negligence of 
Mason county Is filling up a tine pool 
on the farm of Calvert Rarly. Now 
Mr Karly pays bis taxes and should 
not be treated this way. I know this 
^lo be a fact because the water was 
washing the mud into bis pool, when 
passed. 

From the corner of Mrs. Flnen I 
home. 1 will describe the Maysllck and 
Wedonla pike, from that point to Mays 
lick. The water Is running down the 
middle of tbe road on every hill. There 
are many bad places showing up and 
there is rock being hauled to repair 
such places, and there Is no effort be- 
ing made to put breaks upon the bills 
to keep the water from washing 
this pike away. This stretch of the 
Maysllck and Wedonla pike is two 
miles and should have, at least. $76 
per mile, spent upon it, each year, 
and there was $75 per mile spent on it 
last year, but if you will look at the 
road today, you would see no results 
whatever. 

One-half mile east of Maysllck on 
the Maysllck and Wedonla pike, I took 
the Flatfork pike, and I must say. that 
this road Is as sadly neglected as any 
piece of road I have seen In Mason 
lountv, not excepting the Blue Run 
pike. It is 1 7-10 mile to the Johnson 
pike to the Fleming county line. Tfcli 
3 6-10 miles, Just mentioned, passes 
ugh the highest assessed land on 
the records In Mason county, I am 
ashamed to admit, that this condition 
lexists in such a rich community. 10 
lyears ago, this road was In fine eon- 
ill t ion but through neglect. It has been 
allowed to wash away, and there has 
been no repair put upon It of conse- 
quence. 

On the 1 3-10 mile of the Johnson 
pike, there was $29.60 spent laat year 
and that was for a culvert. Now, the 
Iwaler runs In Johnson pike continu- 
ously, from end to end. After the 
rain of Friday, you would have 
thought It waa a creek bed, as there Is 
nothing in this road hut tbe bed rock 
Is anybody at fault tor this neglect of 
duty' 

I returned to the Junction of the 
Johnson and Flatfork pike and pur- 
sued the latter pike to Its end at the 
Junction of the Nepton pike This 
end of the road Is In much better re- 
pair, but the water runs the full 
length of each bill without an obatruc- 
11. mi. and the hills are long ones, the 
result being, that the One particles of 
•tone are waahed to tbe bottome of the 
mils and tbe bed rook left showing. 
This branch of the Flatfork pike la 
also 1 7-10 mile In length, and baa t 
bridges on the laat 1 7-10 mile, two of 
whloh are falling down.

no money spent on it last year, al- 
though there is rock broken, lying 
right opposite almost Impassable 
places In the pike, and I presume, no 
money Is available to spread them 1 
would think that the Road Engineer 
would be ashamed to rids through a 
community that Is so sadly neglected 
as the one through which I am refer- 
ring to. The Nepton pike should have 
$15n per year, spent upon It. There are 
I bridges upon it, one about 50 feet 
long, and the other, a small one. The 
14 foot bridge Is getting In bad re- 
pair, but I think the Road Engineers 
are trying to slip the Mason county 
iKiumlary line about 2 miles north, in 
this vicinity, so that they will not have 
to repair this road. 

I next took the Maysllck and Met 
••alfe Mills pike, which leads towards 
Kvving, and is the nearest way ror that 
part of Fleming county to come to 
Maysvllle. hut they do uot come that 
>v ay, because this road lias become im- 
passable. The water is washing the 
hills away, and there Is no effort to 
tpend a dollar on this road. There are 
some 4 or 5 rods of rock, which were 
broken on this pike about 5 years ago 
but most of this rock has been beaten 
into the earth by the traffic and now 
only shows as a raised place on that 
side of the road. 

Mr. T. B. Hobertson. whose farm ad- 
joins this pike, rode over this road 
with me. and remarked, that he wanted 
to show me the worst road lie had seen 
I told him, that it might be the worst 
he had seen, but it certainly was uot 
the worst I had seen. Do you think 
the taxpayers In this vicinity are sat- 
isfied, when on this 1 7-10 mile, there 
waa not one dollar spent on It last year, 
when there should have been $125.00? 

The people of Mason county are, at 
this time, a very badly imposed upon 
populace. They are almost goaded to 
the quick, and If I am not badly mis- 
taken the movement which I am try- 
ing to Interest taxpayers in Is going to 
result In organisation to an end that 
will mean business in the handling ol 
our Fiscal affairs, and not Inefficient | 
and negligence.

New— York, July 14 — June fi 
for postal savings deposits wars 
eclipsed last month when a net gain 
of mora than $*,800,noo was rolled up, 
quadrupling the net Increase for June, 
according to figures made pub- 
lic today at the New York poatofflce 
The gains were general throughout 
the country, notably In the smaller 
Industrial centers. Postmasters at- 
tribute their Increase, It was stated, 
to the countrywide prosperity of wage 
earners and to the legislation of May 
18. last, which increased the limit or 
depolslts from |100 to $1,000 a month 

Among the cities showing the lar- 
gest gains for June are New York, 
(28,912; Brooklyn, $282,205; Detroit 
$187,252; Chicago, $123,042; Boston 
$91,089; Pittsburg, $88,304; Cleveland, 
$74,764; Buffalo, $52.94(5; Milwaukee,
